
A GOOD RECORD.

of Government. "Wo give below, ns
mUlltiomil testimony, some very gratifying
facts an brought forth by Glen. Garfield, of
Ohio, ouo of the clearest-heade- d and ablest
of our Republican leaders In Congress.

Tho comparison between the expenses
and revenues of this administration and
Johnson's Is very damaging to tho latter,
and will bo accepted by our people as satis-
factory evidence of the success of tho pres-
ent administration. We commend Gen.
Garfield's speech to tho careful attention of
our readers :

Mr. Chairman, I call tho gentleman on
the other side of tho House to witness that
very few times on this lioor have I made
what may bo called partisan remarks I
take no pleasure in doing so. lrty speech-
es become another forum rather than this.
But thero aro times when I think It proper
to respond to partisan speeches.

Wo aro debating n deficiency bill, a bill
to appropriate money to entry on the Gov-
ernment. And in connection with the bill,
gentlemen on tho other side have taken tho
opportunity to bring many charges against
tho party in power, for extravagant expen-
ditures, for pretensions to economy which
they do not carry out in practice ; and they
insinuate that thero is corruption as well
sis extravaganco In tho management of the
Mcoublican nartv. I did not intend this
momintr to sneak on this branch of the
subject at all. There was a consideration,
however, which I desired to present, anil

sent. But before I do so I desire to call the
attention or tho committee to some of the
charges made by tho gentleman who has
just spoken.

My friend from Indiana Mr. !Nlblack is
not himself an extreme partisan. But he
has said somo things just now which de-
serve an answer. He says that if the glory
of the. vnr belongs to the Republican party,
men tno tcsuits ot.tne war, tne expenui- -
tures of tho War, und the burdens laid upon
tho people In consequence of the war, fall
also to our share. A part of this statement
I indorse. But, Mr. Chairman, I desire to
aBk that gentleman and his party a ques-
tion. Suppose that in the year 18(51 every
Democrat north of tho Potomac and the
Ohio had followed tho lead of Grant, and
Douglas, and Dickinson, and Tod, and nil
tho other great lights of tho Democratic
party, had thrown away the Democratic
name and said that they would be Demo-
crats no longer, as wo said we would bo Re-
publicans no longer, but all would be Union
men. and stand together around the lint:
until tho rebellion had been put under our
feet. I desire to ask the trentleman, if these
things had happened how long tho war
would have lasted, now much the war
would have cost? I do notlhesltate to say
that it could not have lasted a month, and
the expenditures of the war would never
have exceeded $10,000,000. my, as a mat-
ter of current liistory, that.it was the great
hope of the rebels of the South that the as-

sistance of the Democratic nurtv of tho
North would divide our forces and over-
come all our cllbrts : that at the ballot-bo- x

the Democrats at home would heln the
cause which they were maintaining hi tho
neiu. ix was mat, aim mat aione, wincn
protracteu the war ana created our im-
mense debt.

I come, therefore, to the door of your
ivirtv. irpiitlompii on tht other side, und
lay down at your threshold cA'ery dollar of
tno ueut, every item ot tncstupenuous total
which expresses tho great cost of the war ;

and I say If you had followed Doughts there
would have been no debt, no blood, no bur-
den. I will not ston here to call un before
your door also tho long line of ghosts of
siain ncroes, our nroiners wno ieu ai uio
hands of rebels, in consequence of your
sympatny anu encouragement.

But, an. Chairman, leaving that .ques-
tion. I acree with my distinguished mend
from Indiana that the Republican part',
whatever of the clory of the war may be-
long to its history, will bo judged hereafter
mainly by the manner in which it manages
the financial alt'airs of this country and I
deslro to ball attention to the character of
its administration in this regard during tho
year it has been in power.

I hold In my hand the official report of
expenditures and receipts of the Govern-
ment a statement showing what is taken
out of-- tho pockets of the people and put
into the Treasury, on the one hand, and
what wo pay out of the Treasury, on the
other, Now, what arc tho facts? Why,
sir, In the fiscal year that ended June .'(0,

1807, Andrew Johnson being in power, the
expenditures of this Government were
$340,000,000. What were they in his next
year? Three hundred and seventy-seve- n

million dollars, in ancrcaso of S31,000,000
In tho expenditures In one year. How was
it when tho Republican Administration
under Gen, Grant came into power? Tho
year ending June i?0, 1800, which embraced
only about four, months of General Grant's
administration, showed expenditures of
$321,000,000 1 falling otl' of $.30,000,000.
And the year which will close on tho 510th
of June next, by theofilclal estimatesof the
Secretary of thu Treasury, will bring the
expenditures down to $20:2,000 ooo, a further
reduction of nearly thirty million dollars
frpm tho expenditure of last year. This is
the difference between the Administration
which the gentleman supported and that
of tho Republican party. From the time
of Mr. Johnson's apostasy to the close of
his administration tho expenditures were
constantly increasing. From tho hour of
Gen. Grant's inauguration, till now, they
have been' constantly and rapidly decreas-
ing. Consider next the receipts of thu
Government, We received in 1800, out of
tho people's pockets, in the way of taxes,
$370,000,000. Without' ait Increase of ono
cent in tho rate of taxation, wo aro receiv-
ing this year $300,000,000. Wis are receiv-
ing $20,000J000 more from the aahie sources
of revenue without any Increase in the rate
of taxes than wewere receiving last year,
u part ofwhich was in President Johnson's
administration..

IiCt me ask the attention of my friend
from Indiana to two or three specifications.
Take whisky, for instance. Andrew John-
son had In his hand u law requiring him to
collect two dollars on every gallon of dis-
tilled spirits, and during thelast half of the
last fiscal year of his term he collected from
that source $111,500 ooo. The admlnistra- -

000. Was the tax tho samo ? No, sir : the
tax was reduced three fourths. General
Grant's administration was to collect about
sixty-fiv- e cents on tho gallon, and from
that they have collected S24.500.000. as
against $13,600,000 in the corresponding six
momns oi Mr. jonuson's administration,
when tho tax was two dollars a gallon I

Now, how docs that come about? By
tho fact that the whisky revenue service
was recking with corruption under the ad-
ministration of Andrew Johnson, nud that
the thieves were driven out of power and
place und the revenuo service purified by
the new Administration, and tho tax hon-
estly collected. I might go further, but I
will only say that from the same sources of
revenue in six months alone tho total In-
crease is $22,500,000 over" the amount col-
lected during the corrcwondlngsix mouths
of the lust Administration.

Mr. Chairman, it Is Just to say that tho
new law was. better and tho rate more Ju-
dicious j but tho great fact remains that
there has been it more vigorous and honcyt
administration of the law. I desire to say
further that the now Administration gave
new life to the credit and faith of tho Amer-
ican people. From losing credit, from get-
ting behind in our debt, the scale has been
turned, and we point with pride to a de-
crease of $00,000,000 In tho public debt
within the past year.

More than that, sir, the credit of this
Government has been steadily appreciat-
ing. One class of our bonds Is now wortli
more than gold. Tho premium on gold
has been fallinc The valuo of our securi
ties everywhere is appreciating. And whv?
It is becauso precisely such doctrines as our
menus on tne otner stuc noiu in regnru to
the public debt have been put down bv the
peonle of the United States, and the public
iaun is upneia oy tne party m power.

"1. Smoking, weakens the digestive and
assimilating functions, impairs the duo
elaboration of the chyle and of the blood.
and prevents a healthy .nutrition .of the

tiou to the extent to which this vile habit
is.carried.

"2. Smoking generates thirst and vital
depression ; and to remove these, the use
oi stimulating liquors is resorted to, and
oitcu carrieu to a most injurious extent.
Thus two of tho most debasing habits and
vices to which human nature can be de--

individual thus addicted, to the shortening
of his life, ana to the Injury ana ruin of
his ouspring.

3. Smoking tobacco weakens.tho nerv
ous powers ; favors a, dreamy, imaginative
and imbeciio stato of existence : produce:
indolenco and incapability of many or con
tinned exertion ; and sinks Its votary into
a state of careless or maudlin activity and
selfish enjoyment of his vice. He ulti-
mately becomes partially, but generally
paralyzed in mind and body hc.ls subject
to tremors ana numerous nervous aliments,
and has recourse to stimulants for their re
11f Tl..ui lift. . inmint nlu.fn ln.Jill. menu uin uivn uiuuui huhv. uunui"
or indulged in, and ho ultimately dies a
drivelling idiot, un imbecile paralytic, or a
sufferer from internal organic disease, at
an age many years short of the average
duration of life. These results are not
always prevented by relinquishing the
habit, after a long continuance or a very
early adoption of it. These injurious ef--
tects oiten uo not appear until very late in
lite."

The time has passed when "anything
was good enough for a country paper,"
and 'many of our exchanges from Inland
towns compare favonble with those issued
in tho largo cities. H into a number, how-
ever, nro rotten up without regard tost vie,
depending wholly on the matter in their
columns. The impression that the great
public cares but little for tho apiicarmlco
ot a newspaper is uy :ar too prevalent.
Other things being equal, the best looking
paper will havo the largest circulation, and
1)0 sought most by advertisers. It is truo
that but few may be able to point out tli
details which make one paper look better
thau another, bur each reader will feel ex
cellence in stylo as surely as he will appre
ciate talent in tho euitoriais. lie may not
Know that this type or that type is nest
tmaptcu to the purpose lorwnicn it is usea
but lie is impressed with the fitness of tli
whole.

It seems strange that there should be so
many newspapers printed in inartistic
style, especially as
or unsuitable material is as great as for
that necessary to mnKe a nauasomo paper.
The only additional expense to be incurred
is that which is requisite to maintain a
proper arrangement of the matter; and
this expense' is not lost, since tho work Is
done more rapidly when it has been settled
how each division ot the paper snail be ar
ranged, and wnat type snail ie used
each.

We ask, then, why not use the best news
paper type that is made? Why not adopt
and entorco llxed style for the arrange
mi.nt nf In wliort. whv not
print a handsome newspaper? The Proof--
